NUMISMATIC LITERARY GUILD BY-LAWS* 


* As Revised and adopted at Board Meeting, August 18, 1972 

1. All professional editorial staff members of the Numismatic Press and including 
numismatic columnists of the daily, weekly or monthly newspapers, journals or 
magazines are eligible for membership into THE NUMISMATIC LITERARY GUILD. 

(a. Any numismatic writer whose by-line appears on a regular basis (6-times per year) 
as an editorial writer, research numismatist or author in any nationally or inter- 
nationally published and distributed numismatic trade paper, magazine or journal 
as well as any curator of Coins 5 Medals division of any established and recognized 
Museum or any person of other numismatic accomplishments acceptable to the 
membership committee and Board of Directors may be eligible for membership into the 
NUMISMATIC LITERARY GUILD. 

3. A membership committee, appointed by the Board of Directors of this Guild has 
been established (1972) and whose duty it shall be to screen all membership 
applications submitted for consideration and which have been accompanied by the 
substaniating credentials and the membership fee in the amount of $20.00 as well 
as a written letter of nominfition for membership consideration by any member in 
good standing in the Guild. Substantiating credentials shall have been commenced 
six months prior to any such application for membership . 

4. Honorary Membership in the NUMISMATIC LITERARY GUILD can be ordained only by 
the unanimous approval of the membership committee and Board of Directors. 

5. The membership or registration fee, payhble in advance, for all members 
sponsored shall be $20.00 and shall be made payable to the Treasurer of the 
NUMISMATIC LITERARY GUILD. 

6. No other classification of membership other than REGULAR and HONORARY shall 
exist within the Guild. 


7. No By-Laws for Membership as listed above and pertaining to the requirements 
for Membership into THE NUMISMATIC LITERARY GUILD shall effect the status of 
the current Charter Members. 

8. In the event a member is accused or convicted of condust involving moral 
turpitude or any conduct detrimental to the N.L.G. or any of its members, 
shall be subject to temporary suspension or permanent expulsion from the 
NUMISMATIC LITERAY GUILD, or both, as determined by the Board of Directors. 


9. There shall be no dues for continuing membership in the NUMISMATIC LITERARY 
GUILD, but the Board of Directors shall have the power at any time to levy 
an assessment not to exceed the amount of $5.00 in any one year, against 
all members to meet the current expenses for that year.

WHAT'S IN A NAME?

Even the most unenthusiastic members of our fraternity must 
have felt by now the impact of paper money collecting on 
nxamismatics as a whole. 

Gene Kessler's superb "Comprehensive Catalog of U.S. Paper 
Money" is bound to have attracted a great deal of attention 
and the introduction, through his book, of the word "syn- 
graphics" has as many supporters in the United States as it 
has opponents in Europe. It appears that there has been an 
inherent resistance to the adoption of a single term to 
describe paper money collecting. The only consolation to such 
resistance may be the fact that the term philately took 
several decades before being accepted by the hobbiests in 
that field. 

The first serious adoption of any term for^feisi©- fiew hobby 
came in conjunction with the announcement by those giants 
in stamps, Stanley Gibbons Limited, that an independant 
company within the group had been formed to devote time 
solely to ... "notaphily". Gibbons' considerable backing 
was given to promoting the hobby under the title of notaphily 
a term created by Kenneth Lake, then Public Relations Officer 
of Stanley Gibbons, and deriving from the Latin "nota" for 
documents and the Greek "phily" for love. Our N.L.G. 
members may have noted the considerable controversy that 
this term caused and the strong criticism at the "creation" 
of a word of such mongrol origins ^s Greek and Latin. 

Over four years, however, we in Europe began to get accustomed 
to the word and a considerable number of our American collegue 
used the term quite freely. 

With Gene Hassler's introduction of the word "syngraphics" 
controversy is back and so too is conflict. 

The term "syngraphics" was devised by the Reverand Richard 

E. Doyle of Fordham University New York. It is of pure 

Greek stock: "syn" meaning "with" or "together" and "graph"

meaning "writing"; the word "graph^" furthermore has a source 
in Latin and is translated as "bond" or "promissory note", 
thus syngraphics - "bringing together of bonds and written 
things." The only criticism to this laudable term is that 
there is no apparent connotation between the noun and 
paper money collecting. 

The question now is whether a compromise could be achieved 
rather than have two factions on either side of the Atlantic 
fence trying to do away with one of the two terms. 

American-English and English-English have not always been 
harmonious with KXi each other. You translate our pavements 
as side-walks and we call your elevators - lifts; there is 
no such thing as a drug store in England and a vacation is 
quite distinct from a holiday and so forth. 

Why not then accept kkak notaphily for the Continent and we 
shall use syngraphics when talking notaphily in the States!

Principal daily newspapers in Canada are members of The 
Canadian Press, a wire service established in 1917. C P have a mem- 
bership of 110 papers and 300 TV/Radio stations. They have serviced 
their clients over the last 30 years with a C P - Style Book for 
editorial guidance. The Style Book is revised annually to keep abreast 
of current arrangements and annotations. 

The Style Book discourages initials, name-in-place-of-a- 
name (Jim for James), nicknames (Shorty, Slim, Red), civil military 
honourjor decorations. 

Hence, Cale B. Jarvis, F.R.N.S . , was never permitted over the 
past 17 years in Canada's flagship, the Globe and Mail, Toronto. For 
a special, onetime feature article, the majority of editors will biline 
John H. Jones, and then add a boxed paragraph at the bottom of the article 
explaining "John H. Jones is a professor in biology at the University 
of Toronto". 

My old pal and fellow N.L.G. member. His Worship Mayor John 
L. McKay-Clements , either had his copy edited by a new boy at the 
Temiskaming Speaker who had neglected to review his style book, or 
the publisher is not a member of the prestigious Canadian Press organ- 
ization.

Pen names are often enjoyable to use, 
occasionally inventive and sometimes the 
individual using one enjoys the mask placed 
over his articles. However, the reverse 
side of the ledger can illustrate many 
reasons why a pen name or, if you will, 
name of the pen, is disastrous, aggravating 
and possibly downright ridiculous. 

About twenty years ago a member of the 
Guild was asked to write a coin column for 
the local newspaper. Because he owned an 
advertising photographic studio and thought 
calls to the studio would be disruptive, he 
utilized a pen name. It seemed like a good 
idea as calls asking for the coin columnist 
could be delayed and photo business would 
not be interrupted. 

The coin column was highly successful 
and over the years the Individual's real 
name became lost. He and his wife found 
themselves answering normally to what was a 
title taken haphazardly. 

A few disadvantages soon cropped up. 
Ilhile attending an A.N.A. Convention, the 
columnist was asked for identification as 
extreme security was required. Needless to 
say, it proved embarrassing for the room 
reservation was under the nom de plume, but 
his driver's license and other data reflect- 
ed his real name. 

Other incidents occurred which continued 
to cause regrets. The Internal Revenue 
Department wondered why tax returns were not 
received. Difficulty in cashing checks was 
another hazard to be overcome. And, finally, 
the crowning blow occurred when the writer 
decided to try and be named to the Assay 
Commission. All went well until he was told 
that before being named, the President asked 
federal agents to investigate income tax 
returns to prevent embarrassment. It would 
be difficult to be named to the Commission 
under his real name when his writings all 
reflect the pen name. The individual in 
question is Martin Lee Goodman. The pen 

name is the first two names reversed.

STATISTICS 

Ever notice how the news magazines use 
unnamed sources, reputable Individuals, 
anonymous officials and highly placed as the 
"quotee"? 

Statistics are equally vague. Two out 
of three stated .. however , out of every six, 
four believed that.. A poll by a well-known 
organization. .and so on. Anyone who has 
ever done research for an article will find 
numismatic data on a par. For example, in 
trying to locate some information about the 
1894-S dime, I discovered that the good Doctor 
Heath gave varying stories about the coin. One 
expert changed his mind three times in answer 
to some queries and all too often the numisma- 
tist merely repeated hackneyed data that had 
long been debunked. How many authors REALLY 
plough new ground?

Three out of five writers use the hunt 
and peck system.. four out of five use their 
wives and secretaries as aides in producing 
an article. The preceding data is based on a 
reliable source who utilized the second sylable 
in re-li-able as his basis for the information. 
Add to that the oft quoted data about ten 
million coin collectors and you have some idea 
why it's smart to question statistics in most 
forms .

There is a new California law which is 
going to greatly affect mail order advertisers 
using a postoffice box. The law requires that 
all advertisers, no matter their location who 
advertise in any publication sold in the state 
of California, also place a non-postoffice box 
address in the ad. Thus, the vest pocket deale 
and those who are legitimate in every respect 
but fear robbery, etc. are now legally required 
to place a business or home address in their 
ad . 

All publications will soon be asked to 
cooperate in enforcing the code. Other aspects 
require delivery of an order within six weeks 
or a refund plus an answer within one week to 
any reader's query concerning an order.

Some time back there wqs a discussion in Coin ’.'forld a«^ to which was the 
rarest coin. Well, the answer to that is obviously any number of uniqxje 
pieces. However, the arguments wSre really concerned with which was the most 
valuable and desirable coin, and that is most definitely not the same as the 
rarest. 

I could own 6 U 1 extremely rare coin that would be worth only a relatively 
moderate amount because (1) it would interest only the super specialist, or 
(2) no one knows about it. Nothing much can be done to modify the former, but 
the latter Instance is most definitely correctable through PUBLICITY. 


The 1913 Liberty Nickel and 1804 Silver Dollar are prime examples of the 
power of publicity. These coins have been displayed at coin conventions over 
the country for many years, innumera^e articles have appeared in the numis- 
matic press, and more important in the general press (even on TVl), and fin- 
ally some hi^ly touted buying lists (e.g. MaX Mehl) have offered to pay 
fabulous prices for them. 


This publicity blitz for a few famous coins has no doubt brought many new 
people into the coin collecting hobby. "Stars" never hurt any industry. 

With all this in mind, I was pleased to have recently played a role in 
launching a new niamismatic "star" -- The 1866 No Motto Silver Dollar. A-Mark 
has purchased this great rarity (one of two known) in 1972 at the Delp Sale 
for 132,000. It had been offered in a mailing once in the intervening years, 
but no great effort was made to sell it; just as with a rare old wine, 1 
was allowed to mellow. Then, as other rarities were skyrocketing into the 
six-fig\ 3 Pe price bracket, it wad decided to take the 1866 No Motto Dollar out 
of moth balls and put it back into the limelight that it deserves. 

The story of the 1866 No Motto Silver Dollar wqs easy to write, and it 
ranged from drama (why only two were minted) to mystery (the second spdOWSn 
was stolen some years ago and remains unaliailabLe ) * Press releases 
sent to the niimismatlc press and were featured in The Numismatist, 

World, and Numismatic News. A custom display holder was designed so tna^une 
coin could be properly displayed at a major coin show sponsored by 
mismatic Association of Southern California, and a full-page ad was prep 
and submitted to Coin World, 


The three numismatic publications were kind enough to print the 
leases along with photos of the coin before the NASC came 

enough, the articles caught the attention of a major dealer, 
over to our bou* se table and aT'ter some serious negotiating, pur as 
coin. This occurred a week before the ad was to appear. It

The 1866 No Motto Silver Dollar has the rarity, quality, pedigree and ro- 
mance to earn it a place along with the other numismatic stars, 
if it continues to receive the proper exposure at coin shows an 
p?ess.

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COINAGE FOR A "METRIC AMERICA"? 

By Don Allen 

Harold Don Allen, NLG, a Canadian educator whose involvement in his country *3 
metric conversion has included co-authorship of a major textbook series, and 
authorship of an acclaimed metrid edijcation guide ( Canada Measures Up ), sends 
us the tdxt of a provocative "letter to the editor" whioli he has su^itted to 
the Canadian Numismatic Journal , 

Says Professor Allen, "While I don*t presume to offer advice to the United 
States on the handling of its metric conversion challenge, I tertqinly tell 
Ottawa wh4.t I think on Canada’s changeover; it occurs to me that American 
numismatic coaaientators might find in the following paragraphs "flood for 
thought" or "grist for the mill",— (Ed, Note: We have forgotten who wrote the 
above introduction, either Ray Byrne or Lee Martin), Text of Don’s "letter" 
follows: 


"Denominations of Canadian paper money make such good sense (now that $3, 
$4, $25 bills, and such, are known only to collectors) that one is not sur- 
prised to learn that 1, 2, 5, 10, 20, 50, 100, ,,, is the internationally pre» 
ferred sequence for decimal measures ("weights," etc,) In this decade of met- 
ric conversion, it is good that our bank note denominations underline the 
kind of grouping and thinking that will give Canadians the fullest benefit 
from metric living, 

"Our coinage, alas, presents quite a different picture I Harkening back to 
the halving and quartering of the Spanish dollar (the "piece of eight"), the 
25-cent piece (to Americans, literally a "quarter dollar"), jams the gears 
of decimal thinking, A twenty makes decimal sense, as would a two-cent piece. 
For want of the latter, cents in needless abundance jangle in our walTets— a 
small-change aialogy to the American hang-up over two and one dollar bills, 

"I’ve not the least doubt that at some future time, inflation allowing, 
Canadians (and Americans) will know coins of 1, 2, 5, 10, 20 and 50 cents, 
bringing the ^ into proper perspective. But I’d like serious consideration 
given to it in the rtbxt decide, while Canadians are converting all measure- 
ment activities to a system that reinforces and retfards exactly that pattern 
of thinking," 


EDITOR’S COMMENT: We don’t care particularly what is done in the coinage of 
either Canada or the U, S,, except that we’d be intrigued by a return of the 
2^ and 20^ pieces, BUT we don’t hav^uch use for some aspects of the Metric 
system. To us , saying that a given coin weighs 2,3456 grams gives me no pic- 
ture and tells me nothing, but saying it weighs 174 grains tells me a lot, 
Easier on the scales, too. Same goes for two ounces, but ,345 litres, no| We 
have no objection to decimals in arithmetic, duck soup, but in wei^ts and 
measures, no thank you. This is not an argument with Don Allen, whom we re- 
spect, but he gave us the excuse and the opportunity to say what we think 
about the subject of metrics and we took it. Further comment invited.
